LIFE IN THE COUNTRY 


Considera ble discussion is heard these 
da ys as to the mea ns that ma y be adopted 
t () 
folk on the farm. 
The situation 
has become serious, for ma ny experienced 
fa rmers are moving into the cities, either 


for the purpose of earning wha t they con­ 
sider easier money, or to use their savings 
in giving their children and themselves 
the a dva nta ge of city life. Wha tever the 
cause, the situation remains, and it con­ 
stitutes a problem that may well enga ge 
the attention of national and state a u­ 
thorities. 
The fear is expressed that the 
production of food may become reduced 
to such an extent that the scarcity will 
not greatly increase prices, but threaten 
the welfa re of the people. 
While the 
reasoning 
is 
purely a ca ­ 
demic and subject to the views of each 
individual, it is probably true that the 
persons who make occasional trips from 
the rural districts to the larger towns 
enjoy these visits and the things they see 
much more than those who see them ev­ 
ery day. 
It is a case where familiarity 
sometimes breeds contempt. 
In the mat­ 
ter of better school facilities in the towns, 
there is in most cases no place for argu­ 
ment, although some progress has been 
made in a number of states to bring about 
a centralization of tea ching that gives 
country pupils some of the a dva nta ges of 
the city in a course of study. 
There is nothing to justify undue pres­ 
sure to keep men and women and boys 
and girls on the farm. 
Rural life should 
be so attractive in itself that enough per­ 
sons will choose the country life to insure 
crops of grain and quantities of other 
foodstuffs needed to maintain all the peo­ 
ple at a reasonable cost.

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SMASHES A TECHNICALITY 


From S.. Lou is Pu st-Dispatcli. 
The Missouri supreme court has again 
overruled 
a technical 
plea. 
The case 
which comes up from the Howa rd county 
circuit court wa s the sale of mortgaged 
property without the consent of the bank 
which held the mortgage, and in which 
the purchaser wa s not informed of the 
lien- 
The defendant, who had been found 
guilty and fined, wa s granted a new trial 
because the indictment had failed to say 
tha t the bank wa s “ incorporated.” 
The 
supreme court set aside the order and di­ 
rected the court to reinstate the verdict 
and the fine. 
The opinion in division No. 2, written 
by Chief J ustice White says: 
If we are not befogged by techni­ 
cal rules which mean nothing, we can 
see tha t no probably prejudice to de­ 
fenda nt’s case wa s ca used by the 
failure to a llege that the bank wa s 
incorporated. 
When the reason for 
a rule of la w fails the rule fails. 
If 
there was ever a reason for holding 
the fa ct of incorporation of the prop­ 
erty owner should be a lleged in cases 
like this, such reason is absent in this 
instance. 
There wa s a time when the courts held 
rigidly to the letter. 
The opinion takes 
cogniza nce 
of that 
historical 
attitude 
which it describes as 
a habit of mind 
which 
the 
older 
practitioners had acquired from long 
familia rity with the tendency to pro­ 
tect one cha rged with a crime in the 
enjoyment of every right and privi­ 
lege which could be construed in his 
favor, regardless of whether it a f­ 
fected his guilt or innocence. 
The tendency now is to look at the 
substance of the accusation and not its 


form. 
This is, we believe, the sound position 
for the court to take. We have had occa­ 
sion before to congratulate the Missouri 
supreme court for its departure from the 
tradition which seemingly forgot justice 
in its devotion 
to 
prescribed 
verbiage. 
Congratulations are a gain in order.
